They use each other's 
stars, they trade their personalities 
around, they make a great show of 
being buddies. But what happens? 

Today, almost every newspaper 
in America is carrying the line, 
"Motion Pictures Are Your Best 
Entertainment." Radio, with one 
cheek still crimson from the slap, 
is attempting to make up its mind 
as to whether or not it should turn 
the other. In the meantime, let us 
look at the boast. 

The first version, if you haven't 
heard, was "Movies Are Your Best 
Entertainment," but alert Walter 
Winchell took the initial letters of 
each word and made a word. Try 
it yourself. It spells "maybe." 
Goodness, that wouldn't do. So 
"movies" became "motion pic- 
tures," which spells nothing. 

So the movies are your best en- 
tertainment? We wonder if the 
400,000 shut-ins in this country 
think so. We wonder if the 30,000,- 
000 farmers who can get to town 
but once each week think so? We 
wonder if lovers of fine music think 
so when they compare radio's Met- 
ropolitan Opera and Ford Sym- 
phony and New York Philharmonic 
with Hollywood's sole effort in that 
direction, the pleasant but innocu- 
ous "One Hundred Men and a 
Girl." 

We wonder why "great entertain- 
ment" requires or countenances the 
distortion of history, as has been 
the case in so many recent his- 
torical films. We wonder how an 
industry which produces a product 
based solely on the theme "Boy 
meets girl, boy loses girl, boy gets 
girl" (you can count on one hand 
the movies that are not love sto- 
ries) can. have the gall to boast 
that theirs is the "best entertain- 
ment." 

To us, that slogan still spells 
M-A-Y-B-E.

MAX REINHARDT PRESENTS 
BETTE DAVIS IN FIRST

As we go to press , word comes 
that Bette Davis is to star in Max 
Reinhardt's first radio production . 
This wedding of the talents of a 
great actress and a great director 
should make a memorable broad- 
cast . — Ed. 

T O HERR HITLER, the menace of 
Europe and the arch foe of all that 
German culture has stood for 
through the centuries, Max Reinhardt 
was an undesirable citizen. He was 
driven into exile, his properties all con- 
fiscated. To the rest of the world, he 
is still the "Little Giant" of the theater, 
the outstanding genius in the realm of 
make-believe. 

It was Reinhardt who, at the begin- 
ning of the century, turned the Euro- 
pean theater from a succession of un- 
inspiring, dull performances into a 
living, sparkling source of exciting en- 
tertainment. His fame spread to En- 
gland and America. Today he has an 
international reputation for artistic fes- 
tivals. He has produced plays by the 
well-known writers of every country — 
hundreds in all. Doctor Reinhardt's 
"The Miracle" and his interpretation of 
"Midsummer Night's Dream" for both 
stage and screen bear the indelible 
stamp of theatrical genius. 

But "it's an ill wind that blows no 
good." The hideous purges of the mad 
Hitler that closed the door of their na- 
tive country to them charted the 
courses of such men as Max Reinhardt 
and Albert Einstein to the shores of 
America. 

Today the eminent Doctor Einstein 
is teaching at Princeton University, 
where Woodrow Wilson was once 
president. And Max Reinhardt at his 



recently established workshop of stage, 
radio and screen in Hollywood is lend- 
ing his genius to the training of eager 
students. 

On Wednesday night, October 5. 
over CBS, Doctor Max Reinhardt and 
a selected group of his workshop stu- 
dents. headed by a big Hollywood star, 
will be heard by American radio audi- 
ences for the first time, on Texaco Star 
Theater program. The dramatic part of 
the show will be selected and produced 
under the personal supervision of "Pro- 
fessor" Reinhardt, and will be intro- 
duced each week with "Max Reinhardt 
presents — " 

The idea for the Texaco Star Theater 
airshow, which highlights the work of 
Doctor Reinhardt and his Hollywood 
workshop, is Bill Bacher's, last year 
on "Hollywood Hotel," and not so long 
ago a dentist in Bayonne, New Jersey. 
Bacher's advent into radio was the out- 
growth of a protest. He didn't like the 
radio programs he listened to, and pro- 
ceeded to tell officials of broadcast- 
ing so. 

"If you don't like what you're get- 
ting on the air, dig up something 
better." they told him. 

"I will," Bacher replied. And he did. 
Final proof of that is the fact that 
through his efforts the great Reinhardt 
will be brought to the radio for the 
entertainment of listeners-in who 
clamor for the best. 

TO GET a picture of the care with 
■ which Reinhardt will put the show 
together, how he achieves what no one 
else ever has been able to accomplish, 
let's go behind the scenes in his busy 
workshop, located in the old Columbia 
studio on Sunset Boulevard. 



From the mechanical standpoint, the 
location is a "natural" because it is 
fully equipped with sound-proof 
studios. Students take lessons from 
radio veterans on the Reinhardt faculty, 
before "live" mikes, and listen to play- 
backs of their efforts. 

THE Reinhardt drama presented on 
* the Texaco hour will be rehearsed in 
his workshop, the cast getting together 
with the big star who will play the 
principal role, after Reinhardt has them 
letter-perfect in their parts. 

A quiet, immaculately groomed little 
man, who would just as soon be caught 
in a bathrobe as without a tie, Rein- 
hardt's mobile, expressive face and his 
amazing shock of white, wavy hair are 
his outstanding features. His pet griev- 
ance is candid-camera men who pop 
out of nowhere and snap pictures of 
him. A Hollywood photographer who 
invaded his sanctum recently for candid 
pictures found that out. Doctor Rein- 
hardt submitted graciously to his re- 
quest but talked rapidly in German to 
his secretary as the camera was work- 
ing. 

"Know what the doctor was saying?" 
the photographer's assistant smiled as 
they left. "He was giving his secretary 
a piece of his mind because he hadn't 
been warned, and he was tieless." 

Yet the eminent doctor, whom his 
students and faculty always address as 
"professor," has never been known to 
raise his voice during the rehearsal of 
a show. Unlike some movie directors 
who shout orders through megaphones 
and loudspeakers, Reinhardt will often 
pull the best from a player by a mere 
whispered word or an eloquent gesture. 

He is the spirit of the theater and 



the world of make-believe, and that 
spirit imbues all those who work with 
him. A student who departs from him 
without having felt a deep personal 
experience has never sensed him. Only 
real artists survive under his instruc- 
tion. 

His inner convictions on his work 
are so strong and steadfast that he 
doesn't have to sunround himself with 
"yes men." In fact, he won't tolerate 
them. But, a silent man himself, he 
has the rare faculty of listening to 
everyone. One thing he always insists 
upon is, "Nothing has a right on the 
stage unless the actors force it to life." 
Everything in a scene must play a 
part. To illustrate the way in which 
Reinhardt impresses this fact on all in 
his employ, a stagehand once ap- 
proached him durinq a rehearsal and 
whispered, "The red carpet is going 
to act, too, isn't it, sir?" 

The simple credo on which Rein- 
hardt has built his whole success is 
this: 

"We are created in the image of God 
and have within ourselves a creative 
impulse by which we may build a new 
world in art. The art of acting is not 
pretense but revelation. 

"I believe in the immortality of the 
theater. It is the sanctuary of those 
who secretly put their childhood into 
their pocket and make off with it — to 
continue playing unto the end of their 
days." 



ki ASTER of every department in 
stagecraft, Reinhardt re-CTeated the 
stage-manager's art which he brings to 
his workshop.

I T'S Sunday afternoon in Wheeling, 
West Virginia, a pleasant, solidly 
built town cradled in a little bowl of 
hills. It's a warm day, getting on to- 
ward four o'clock, and the city is quiet. 
But there are plenty of people on the 
streets, walking singly and in little 
groups, riding in cars, and strangely 
enough they all seem to be going in 
the same direction. Near the center of 
town you'll see them on every street, 
all converging on one point. You'll 
hear them talking: 

"Afternoon, Joe. You going over to 
hear the program?" 

"That's right, Artie. My brother's 
boy. young Gabe, he's broadcasting to- 
day. He plays an accordion, you know. 
Works in the Steubenville plant." 

"Sure, I know Gabe. So he's going 
on the program, eh? Well, that's fine. 
My boy's been pesterin' me lately to 
buy him a new set of drums; says he 
could get on the program sure if he 
had any kind of decent drums. They 
cost real money, but I don't know but 
what I'll get 'em for him. I'd like to 
see him have his chance on the pro- 
gram." 

What are they talking about? Whaf 
program? Mister, you're in Wheeling, 
West Virginia, on a Sunday afternoon, 
and you ask that? Why, it's the pro- 
gram, it's the only program. "It's 
Wheeling Steel!" Listen! The deep- 
throated roar of a mill-whistle, a burst 



of applause, a fanfare of trumpets, the 
cry of the announcer. "It's Wheeling 
Steel!" — and a program with 100,000 
people in the cast goes on the air from 
Coast to Coast! 

A cast of 100,000? Exactly. For this 
program, unique in broadcasting his- 
tory, is a family affair — and it's a big 
family! It's the family of the Wheeling 
Steel Corporation employes, and every 
man. woman and cnild in it, a veritable 
army of them, regards "It's Wheeling 
Steel" as a personal contribution to 
radio. And why not? For if a Wheeling 
Steel employe hasn't been on the pro- 
gram himself, he knows somebody who 
has been, or is, or will be. Every bit of 
talent that goes into the show is drawn 
from the mills and offices of Wheeling 
Steel. From the last musician in the 
orchestra to the top-ranking star of the 
program, there isn't a professional radio 
entertainer in sight. 

LJERE'S one program that is put on 
1 * the air for and by the people — and 
nobody else. Every Sunday afternoon 
since November 8, 1936, just as many 
of the citizens of Wheeling. West Vir- 
ginia, who could have crowded in to 
watch the broadcast, to beam proudly 
as son or daughter or brother or hus- 
band went on the air. Those who can't 
get in are sitting as close as they can 



get to their radios. When the Singing 
Millmen or the Steele Sisters bring 
their songs to the microphone, the 
whole town is singing with them! 

I watched "It's Wheeling Steel" go 
on the air not long ago. I saw the first 
Wheeling broadcast of the new season, 
the broadcast marking the beginning of 
the program's third year on the air. It 
was a thrilling performance. The thing 
that made it thrilling was the realization 
that the radio entertainers on that big 
silver-white-and-blue stage were up 
there not because they were being paid 
for it but because they loved it! 

They have to love it. If you don't 
think so, put yourself in their shoes. 
We'll say you're working a regular 
eight-hour shift in a steel rolling-mill, 
doing hard, back-breaking labor in a 
place where it's hot enough to singe 
your whiskers off at a hundred yards. 
When you wash up and leave the plant 
at the end of the day, you're ready for 
rest, and a lot of it. But instead of a 
quiet dinner at home, a little reading, 
and early to bed, you go off to a re- 
hearsal a rehearsal that may last two 
hours or six — and for the rest of the 
night you take orders from a program 
director who's genial enough but as 
hardboiled as they come, a tough citizen 
who's capable of making an orchestra 
play the same passage over twenty-five 



times in a row if he feels it's necessary. 
You do this three times a week and 
once on Sundays. For what? For fun, 
and for the love of it, and for the thrill 
of standing there behind that micro- 
phone when the red "on the air" light 
flashes and the announcer snaps out, 
for ten or twenty million people to hear 
— "It's Wheeling Steel!" 

THE story of "It's Wheeling Steel" is 
1 largely the story of two men. J. L. 
Grimes and Walter Patterson. It was 
Grimes, advertising director of the 
Wheeling Corporation, who originated 
the idea of the program. He's the man 
who fought for it, struggled with it, 
finally put it on the air. It's his baby, 
he's proud of it. and he ought to be. 
For John Grimes has proved that it's 
possible to use amateur talent — and all 
amateur talent, and genuine amateur 
talent — on a big network program and 
make a howling success of it. More 
than that: Grimes has made the pro- 
gram sell Wheeling products. That, 
after all, is what radio pays off on. 
Finally, Grimes has made of "It's 
Wheeling Steel" a master stroke in 
the delicate business of employer-em- 
ploye harmony, and in the equally 
delicate public-relations field. With la- 
bor troubles flaring all over the coun- 
try. that's important. 

Walter Patterson, a young man who 
speaks softly but carries the big stick 
of driving determination, is officially 
listed as announcer and producer of 
"It's Wheeling Steel." But that's just 
the beginning, mere surface stuff. Pat- 
terson writes the program, dialog, gags, 
commercial announcements, every- 
thing. engages in a continual talent- 
hunt among the 20,000 Wheeling Steel 
employes, nurses and babies his stars 
through sicknesses, fits of temperament 
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When “It’s Wheeling Steel” goes on the air, families and friends of the per- 
formers crowd the Scottish Rite Temple auditorium to watch and ap- 
plaud. Those who can’t get in sit close to the radio in their own homes 



and what have you. and in addition to 
all this, sings on his own program. 
"It’s Wheeling Steel” is strictly an 
amateur show, but it's big-league net- 
work stuff too, and Walter Patterson 
makes it so. 

IT S something new to see. a Wheel- 
' ing rehearsal. With the program due 
to go on the air over the Coast-to-Coast 
Mutual network at five o’clock, the 
rehearsal starts at one in the big audi- 
torium of the Scottish Rite Temple. Ev- 
erything on the stage is new -new 
backdrops, bandstand, podium, foot- 
lights, even the control-room is new. 
There are fifty people on the stage — a 
full band, a singing trio, a male quar- 
tet, sound-engineers, announcer, mu- 
sical director, the Old Timer, John 
Winchcoll. whose weekly talks about 
the romance of steel-making highlight 
the program; Dorothy Anne Crow, 
brand-new sixteen-year-old singing star; 
Mrs. David Reese, who's going to do 
an accordion solo (her husband is out 
in front, and he's so proud he never 
stops smiling for three solid hours), and 
a dozen others. 

The place is a bedlam, as every radio 
studio is when a program is being set 
up to go on the air. But somehow 
there's a difference here. Most radio 
stars work hard at a rehearsal, that's 
to be expected; but there's an extra 
added determination in evidence here. 
There's pride here, the kind of pride 
that comes from heartfelt community 
effort. 

The million-and-one little worries that 
beset every radio program begin to 
assert themselves. John Winchcoll. the 
Old Timer, who likes to point out that a 
salamander is not a kind of a lizard 
but a steel stove, is worrying because 
the man behind the lights wants to 
throw a green spot on his place on the 
stage. 

"Don't do that." says the Old Timer, 
a case-hardened veteran of eighteen 
years in the mills. "A green spot would 
make me look pale. Make it amber, 
instead.” 

And amber it is. 



Dorothy Anne Crow, sixteen years 
old, beautiful and possessor of as fine a 
natural voice as ever bowed over a na- 
tional network, is going to sing for the 
first time today. She's the program's 
newest discovery, its top-notch star — 
and she came within an ace of missing 
the broadcast! A fall from a diving- 
board had injured her back, and for 
days Walter Patterson walked the 
streets of Wheeling talking to himself 
and praying. You can't have a smash- 
hit program without a star, and you 
can't find a star overnight. But Dorothy 
Anne is here today, holding herself 
straight as a ramrod, forcing a little 
smile once in a while. She has never 
in her life sung for a Coast-to-Coast 
audience, and mike fright is pushing 
her hard. On sixteen-year-old Dorothy 
Anne's ability to put her injured back 
out of mind and conquer her blazing 
nervousness the whole program is bal- 
anced like a needle on glass. But she'll 
do it.

IN THE stuffy, hot control-room a 
1 bright-eyed young fellow with a pipe 
in his mouth and four others in his 
vest pockets sits with an armful of 
musical scores. He's Maury Longfellow, 
and he arranges every note of music 
that's played on "It's Wheeling Steel." 
This week he has made a sixty-eight- 
page score — in his spare time! Chew- 
ing hard on his pipe, he flips the pages 
of the score, watches the dials on the 
control-board as the band runs through 
one of his numbers. It's his job to see 
to it that the music comes out of your 
loudspeaker just as it goes into the 
microphones. As he turns the scrap- 
book-size pages of his score, following 
half -a -hundred instruments and voices 
at the same time, he snaps out instruc- 
tions to the engineer. 

"Get it up! Verdi Howells has a 
clarinet solo here.” And the engineer 
turns up the volume as first-saxophon- 
ist Howells reaches for his clarinet. 
Howells, a steelman since he came to 
America from Wales in 1928, has just 
returned from a trip "back home." in-

"Columbia 
Broadcasting System" can't be used towards the end 
of a program because that is the cue for the men at 
the telephone company to switch networks. 

Fifteen minutes after Gabriel Heatter finishes his 
"We. the People" broadcast this Tuesday night, he 
is scheduled to face a microphone in the studios of 
WOR for his regular nightly newscasts. The CBS 
Playhouse is quite a few blocks away from the WOR 
studios, and if Heatter attempted to wade through 
the heavy traffic in that sector, chances are he 
wouldn't arrive in time. So a special WOR micro- 
phone is being set up in Heatter's dressing-room 
backstage of the CBS Playhouse. 

One of the homeyest shows on the air is "The 
Goldbergs." The four main characters, Mrs. Gold- 
berg, played by Gertrude Berg; Jake Goldberg, who 
is Jimmy Waters; Rosie, played by the youthful Rosa- 
lind Silber, and Sammy, played by Everett Sloan, 
have been together in the show since it went on the 
air in November, 1929. The family feeling they seem 
to have about each other, working together closely 
every day of the week, has communicated itself to 
the rest of the cast. Before-rehearsals and lulls be- 
tween rehearsals are filled with discussions of Rosa- 
lind's new dress and hair-do, "What did you do last 
night," "How's your husband's cold," etc. I went up 
to this program the other day and came away with 
the impression that the actors in real life were almost 
as close a family as they are in the script. They be- 
gin rehearsal in the mid-morning, seated around a 
big table. Mrs. Berg sits with pencil in hand ready to 
revise the script whenever she doesn’t like the way 
it reads. She's never learned to use a typewriter, 
does all her scripts in longhand. Stories about Mrs. 



Berg's vitality are no exaggeration; she seems to be 
able to do five things at once and all of them well. 
After the quick script-reading around the table is 
through, Mrs. Berg snaps into action. Rehearsals be- 
fore the mikes begin and she seems to be every- 
where at once. One moment she's advising the 
sound-effects man about a door-slam and the next 
she's giving one of the actors pointers on how to 
play his lines. As soon as her cue comes, she shifts 
without an effort into being Mollie Goldberg. It was 
a treat to watch her in action. 

The CBS "Saturday Night Swing Club" is having 
quite a time trying to eliminate those extraneous 
noises that creep into the microphone. The program 
is heard in a studio that seats about seventy-five 
people, and of course for this program they're pretty 
ardent swing fans, as you can well imagine. There's 
no carpet on the floor, and when seventy-five people 
start shuffling their footsies, beating time and doing 
little shag steps during a number, it can be heard on 
the air. Each Saturday night Producer A1 Rinker 
stands by the door trying to detect the most ardent 
fans and seat them in the last two rows, but he hasn't 
been very successful in singling them out. One reg- 
ular visitor is a whistler. Instead of applauding after 
a number, he whistles loudly, and he always man- 
ages to sneak down to the second row, causing a 
severe headache to Producer Rinker who can't seem 

to control the situation. If 
you resent the whistling 
you can now sympathize 
with his problem. 

Eddy Duchin and his or- 
chestra were playing at 
the Paramount Theater in 
New York the other week. 
His vocalist, Durelle Alex- 
ander, was on the way to 
her dressing-room after 
one of the shows when 
she was informed that 
someone wanted to speak 
to her on the telephone — 
it was very important. 
Durelle, anticipating the 
message, nervously rush- 
ed to the phone and the 
caller confirmed her fear 
that her mother was very 
low. She dressed in a 
hurry and arrived home 
shortly before her mother 
passed away. 

In the theater, the show 
must go on. Duchin needed another vocalist to take 
Durelle's place during her absence. He located Nan 
Wynn at CBS. She rushed home for an evening 
dress, then went direct to the theater, arriving a few 
minutes before the next stage show. Without a re- 
hearsal, she told Eddy the song she was going to 
sing and the key. walked right out on the stage and 
did her number, with the band faking the music all 
through the song. Duchin told me this story himself 
and feels Nan should get honorable mention, so 
here 'tis. 

One of the busiest men around the studios these 
days is commentator H. V. Kaltenbom. who has 
been giving analyses of the changing European situa- 
tion several times each day. While Hitler was mak- 
ing his Nuremberg address. Kaltenbom was sitting 
before a radio taking down notes, half in German 
and half in English. Just before Germany's chancel- 
lor finished talking, Paul White, Columbia's head 
of special events, asked Kaltenbom if he thought he 
had enough material to go on the air. Kaltenbom 
glanced at his notes, nodded, and went on writing. 
And immediately after the Hitler speech was over, 
he rushed into the seventeenth-floor studio and 
talked masterfully on the speech. That's the way it 
went all week. Columbia's special-events and pub- 
licity departments, both on the seventeenth floor, 
have Press Radio news-tickers. Kaltenbom spent 
most of the week hovering around them and pounc- 
ing upon the latest newspapers as they came in. 
Whenever anything spectacular occurred, he was 
rushed into the studio on the same floor, and in a 
few moments was on the air. Kaltenbom is one of 
the few men in radio who broadcasts from notes 
rather than from a complete script.

Whipsnead, no doubt, will 
arrive at many ridiculous 
(and funny) situations. 

Out last Saturday after- 
noon to Don (Six Delicious 
Flavors) Wilson's homey 
new ranch-house in San 
Fernando Valley for the 
Jell-O show reunion. High- 
lights were NBC agent 
Jack Votion's blue-eyed 
baby boy. Don's Irish set- 
ter Mike, and the Wilson 
kitten that frolicked with Mike as she would with a 
ball of yarn. Guests straggled in, and Jack Benny, 
who arrived early, finally tired of the increasingly 
complicated introductions; so, spying a Japanese 
gardener entering Don's patio, Jack cracked, "If I 
have to stand up to meet THAT guy I'm goin' home!"

Watching a Program 

CHICAGO. — Attended the Fitch Bandwagon show 
when it was broadcast from Chicago. The program 
features a different band each week, at the same 
time dramatizing bits from the life of the bandleader. 
This week Ted Fio-Rito and his crew were featured. 
Never realized before how many hit tunes Ted had 
composed. "Laugh, Clown, Laugh," "Now That 
You're Gone," "I'm Sorry, Sally," "King for a Day" — 
that's just four of the scores of numbers Ted has 
composed. Ted was kept plenty busy during the 
broadcast leading his band, running over to the piano 
to do a few selections and dashing back to the mi- 
crophone to engage in conversation with Henry M. 
Nealy, veteran actor, who carries the thread of the 
bandleader's story throughout the program. Ted cer- 
tainly will make no enemies among the fair sex for 
his "Debutantes" — a girl singing trio composed 
of one blonde, one brunet and one redhead. I 
noticed Fort Pearson, announcer on the show, cup- 
ping his left ear when he talks. Got a big kick out of 
the "commercials" during the show. A girl was sup- 
posedly giving hubby a shampoo. While she and 
hubby were talking the sound-effects man did all the 
work. He poured water, rubbed his scalp first with 
his fingers, then with a towel, and in general worked 
himself into as good a lather as the sponsor's prod- 
uct is supposed to do. This Bandwagon show has 
one of the sweetest spots in radio — right between 
the lack Benny and Ber- 
gen-McCarthy programs. 

Of course, because of its 
strategic position it will 
have a host of listeners. 

But I'm just wondering if it 
couldn't have even more 
listeners if some "perma- 
nent" star were featured. 

Listeners are inclined to 
stick to a program which 
features some star whom 
they can grow to like and 
look forward to tuning in 
each program. With the 
Bandwagon show, a differ- 
ent orchestra is high-spot- 
ted each week, but there 
is no permanent regular 
personality whom the 
audience can look for- 
ward to greeting every 
Sunday night. 

Visiting Les Tremoyne 

Up to Les Tremayne's 
apartment — Les, you 
know, is the male lead in the First Nighter show- 
on Chicago's near North Side. Incidentally, Chicago's 
near North Side is comparable to New York's Green- 
wich Village. About ninety -five percent of all Chi- 
cago radio stars live on the near North Side. It's close 
to the studios for one thing— and only a few blocks 
from downtown for another. But getting back to Les 
— he has one of the few duplex apartments in Chi- 
cago. It's a swell bachelor's headquarters filled with 
books and bits of sculpture. Excellent samples of 
his work as a designer of stage scenery also fills 
the room. Les. I venture to say, is one of the most 
versatile young men in radio in Chicago. Should he 
suddenly lose his voice tomorrow, he could make 
his living as a scenic artist, stage-hand, sculptor or 
writer. He is also Radio Row's most eligible bachelor. 
But your Tattler learned exclusively he won't hold 
that distinction very long. Any day now Les will 
be giving up his bachelor's quarters and setting up 
an apartment for two. He wouldn't tell me who the 
future Mrs. T. is. Well, she's a mighty lucky girl.

We cover the studios, brightly, thoroughly 
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For the first time in six years the magnificent voice 
of Beniamino Gigli will be heard by the nation's ra- 
dio audience when he broadcasts as guest artist on 
the Ford Sunday Evening Hour. Following his air 
performance , the great Italian tenor will tour the 
country in both concert and opera. — Ed. 

S OMEONE once said that Italy's main exports are 
olives, wine, spaghetti and grand-opera tenors 
— an impressive economic statement, for it is 
known that a country sends out the commodities of 
which it has a surplus. 

Certain it is that the singing, carefree Italy of B. M. 
(before Mussolini) had a plethora if not a plague of 
tenors, for no matter how many it exported to other 
countries, the homeland still rang with bel canto and 
high C's. Every second male seemed to possess if not 
the high C, at least some tone near it, and you 
Couldn't ride the Venetian canals without your gon- 
dolier having a try at "Ride Pagliacd" or your boot- 
black in Milan vocally tilting against "La Donna e 
Mobile." 

For a couple of hundred years Italy supplied the 
chief tenor talent of the world, and in the twentieth 
century produced probably its three best of all time. 
Need it be said that the one was the late glorious 
Caruso, and others, still living, are Beniamino Gigli 
and Giovanni Martinelli. To call them best is no re- 
flection on their great predecessors. The earlier 
works had music comparatively light, orchestration 
thin, the superficial librettos requiring no 
exceptional ability in acting. High tones 
and more high tones, brilliant resonance, 
and a sob or two in the voice were all 
that the tenors needed to incite hysteria 
in their listeners. Then came the realistic 
school of composers, inspired by Wag- 
ner, and they featured strong dramas as 
subjects, orchestrated them correspond- 
ingly, and demanded the utmost in vocal 
resourcefulness. That brought the mod- 
ern type of versatile tenor, who, aside 
from sugary delivery, had to train his 
larynx to dramatic power and become a 
convincing actor. Let us see how one 
such artist made the new career. 

IT WAS in 1920 that the Metropolitan 
Opera decided to revive Boito's "Mefis- 
tofele," based on the same legend as 
Gounod's "Faust." A new tenor was 
scheduled to debut in a secondary role, 
for in the Boito version the role of Mefis- 
tofele takes first place. It was a difficult 
moment for the young singer — unknown, 
unheralded, appearing for the first time 
before an utterly alien audience and with 
the knowledge that it was interested in only one 
Italian tenor, to whom it had been fanatically loyal 
for almost twenty years. No one in the audience 
dreamed that Caruso's life was so soon and so tragi- 
cally to end in 1921, and that the young man being 
introduced that night was destined, if never com- 
pletely to take the other's place, at least to become a 
worthy successor and, as Beniamino Gigli, ultimately 
to win acclaim as the world's leading Italian tenor 
since the passing of Caruso. 

It was a far cry from these triumphs to the modest 
little apothecary shop in Recanati. Italy, owned by 
Beniamino's father, to whom he was apprenticed at 
the age of fourteen in the profession of pharmacist, 
his period of learning lasting five years. To this day 
he still rolls a mean pill and pounds a lively mortar 
and pestle. However, his talent as a sandwichist was 
never developed, as Italian drug stores sell— drugs! 

During his five years as an apothecary, he sang in 
the village choir. When his voice finally changed, 
the old priest-choirmaster recognized its unusual 
quality and allowed Beniamino the solos in the mass. 
The lad yearned to go to Milan and Rome to study, 
but his oldest brother had already entered a seminary 
(in most Latin countries the wants and ambitions of 
the older brother come first), and that used up all 
the available cash of the Gigli family. However, 
Beniamino, nothing if not practical, started working 
at night as a photographer's assistant, his knowledge 
of chemicals helping him. He assures us solemnly 
that he did not develop pictures with calomel nor 
dose the sick with developing-solution. Meanwhile, 
he waited patiently for his youngest brother to grow 
up and help Papa, and when that eventful time came 
Beniamino set out for Rome. There he sang before 
the heads of the famous old St. Cecilia Singing Aca- 
demy. and impressed them so much that they took 
him as a pupil, although he had very little money. 
The years following were devoted wholly to study, 
with time out for military service. To help support

himself, the determined student joined a city choir* 
After a year of grand-opera study, his debut was 
arranged in Rovigo, a small Italian town, where he 
appeared as Enzo in "La Gioconda," a role which 
is still his favorite, probably because it launched 
him into instantaneous success. Word spread quickly, 
as it does in Italy about musical matters, that a bril- 
liant young tenor had been discovered. From then 
on, his plodding for daily bread was over, and he 
started on his long triumphal march. Gigli has sung 
all over the world, in every important opera house, 
and many famous concert series. In Italy, he is a 
national institution, state-endowed, under contract to 
no one Italian opera house, but commissioned by the 
government to sing about eighty performances a 
year all over Italy, so that everyone may hear him. 

It is not amiss to recall here that Gigli left the 
Metropolitan when President Roosevelt depreciated 
the American dollar and our tenor found that ha 
could not exchange it for as many Italian liras as be- 
fore. He asked for enough increase in salary to make 
up the difference, was refused, and promptly kissed 
the Metropolitan good-a-by. 

VA/ITH the fat fees garnered both in America and 
” abroad, Gigli built himself a magnificent villa 
in his native town of Recanati, where he lives with 
his wife and children when not touring. The villa, of 
white marble, is really a palace, set in the midst of 
glorious gardens facing the sea, with the upper story 
affording a view of the old Gigli apothe- 
cary shop! Gigli has incorporated all the 
latest American plumbing into his home 
and is particularly proud of the elevator, 
used only when he is "in residence," as 
they say in monarchies when they run 
up the royal flag while the king is in the 
palace. 

The immense grounds of the villa are 
well stocked with game, for in common 
with the other "greatest" tenor in the 
world. Lauritz Melchior, the Dane, Gigli 
likes to hunt. His other hobby is stamp- 
collecting and his collection is valued as 
something like $100,000. Like a typical 
Italian, he is incurably domestic and pre- 
fers to stay home whenever he can. 
Passionately fond of food, on tour he will 
often disappear into the kitchen of the 
hotels where he stays and go into a hud- 
dle with the chef. For many years, the 
Gigli figure testified to his love for his 
eats, until he evidently decided that the 
better part of valor is glamour, his deci- 
sion being influenced by the opulent 
movie contracts of some of his tenor 
colleagues. With the aid of a trainer, he 
reduced his paunch considerably, much to the relief 
of his feminine admirers, who had almost reached 
the stage of listening to him with their eyes closed 
— especially when he played some romantic operatic 
hero like the Chevalier Des Grieux in "Manon." 

One of the little jokes for which Gigli has spe- 
cial fondness is to appear suddenly in the village 
choir loft and join in the mass. Often passing tourists 
are considerably startled to hear the magnificent 
voice pouring forth in such a modest little church. 

Since he was last in this country, Gigli has been 
engaged in concert and opera work in Europe and 
South America. He made his first motion picture, 
Vergiss Mam Nicht," in Germany. It has been a 
great success in both Europe and this country, 
where it was known as "Forever Yours." 

This year will mark Gigli's silver-jubilee year on 
the stage, and it is fitting that he spend part of it in 
the country where he made his greatest triumphs — 
and biggest fees. The Metropolitan has missed him 
sorely, and there are strong rumors that he may sing 
there again. He will, however, do six performances 
with the San Francisco Opera Company, as well as a 
concert tour taking him all over the United States. 
His latest Italian-made movie, "Only For You." is 
now playing in New York. 

Gigli's old admirers, as well as the newer public, 
expect confidently to hear a Gigli of untarnished 
golden voice, top tones as ringing as of yore, and 
matured mastery of style featuring operatic roles as 
well as such concert songs which he includes in his 
recital programs.

FREDERIC CHOPIN

As the winter season of broadcasting 
draws near , listeners everywhere an- 
ticipate with appreciation the tine music 
radio will offer again in broadcast con- 
certs, operas and recitals. The editors 
of Radio Guide , realizing that under- 
standing immeasurably enhances every 
listener's enjoyment of classical music , 
feel for that reason that a series of pro- 
files of Musical Giants is particularly 
timely at this moment. Prepared by 
Mr. Leonard Liebling, eminent editor 
of the Musical Courier and music edi- 
tor of Radio Guide , these brief biog- 
raphies reveal characters whose writ- 
ings are as significant today as when 
they were created. — Ed. 



nn HE said to me that I would die 
in no arms but hers." Frederic 
Chopin whispered the words 
two days before he died in 1848, at 
the age of thirty-nine. He spoke of 
George Sand, French woman writer, 
the love of his life, who had left him 
the year before. Theirs had been a 
stormy romance, lived in a Paris where 
elegance, wit, culture and gentility 
reigned supreme, when "cafe society" 
was "salon society," where such names 
as Liszt, Hugo, Berlioz, Heine, Dumas, 



Delacroix, Rossini, Meyerbeer were 
intermingled with the highest aristo- 
cratic titles of Europe. 

In the music Frederic Chopin left 
behind him, with its esprit and feeling, 
he has traced a faithful picture not only 
of himself but also of all that sur- 
rounded him, and he shows us, too, 
the high romance and passion that 
flamed underneath the airy elegance of 
his period. 

Half Polish, half French, Chopin came 
to Paris in 1831 at the age of twenty- 



two. His French father, a professor at 
the Warsaw Lyceum, and his mother, 
a Polish noblewoman, had given him a 
happy childhood, surrounded by cul- 
ture and refinement. His musical pre- 
cocity showed itself early, and he was 
already an accomplished pianist and 
composer when he arrived in Paris, 
where he stayed, except for short trips 
to Germany and England, until his 
death in 1848. 

Chopin was slight, not tall, and ex- 
tremely frail, carrying always the tu- 
bercular affliction which ended in his 
death. His eyes were large and brown, 
his nose long; some said too long for 
beauty. His hands and feet were small. 
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He dressed always in the height ot 
style, never being without gloves and 
a cane. He reveled in the atmosphere 
of aristocracy, disliking crowds and the 
proletariat. His concerts were always 
attended preponderantly by titled audi- 
tors, and had more of the atmosphere 
of a salon soiree than a conventional 
recital. Chopin would circle the small 
chamber and shake hands with the 
fashionables before mounting the plat- 
form to play. It has been said that his 
waltzes were written to be danced only 
by the nobility. He had a sarcastic 
wit and loved to mimic his friends and 
enemies alike. He was particularly 
adept in imitating his piano rival, Franz 
Liszt. Inherently retiring, Chopin liked 
only restricted social gatherings, where 
he would sit at the piano and play by 
the hour, with an audience of prin- 
cesses, countesses and their cavaliers. 
He rarely read anything except Polish 
books, but admired Voltaire. He drank 
little, smoked not at all. He spoke 
French with a Polish accent in spite of 
his long sojourn in Paris. He had little 
taste for German music except Bach 
and Mozart, considered Schubert rough, 
and mocked Schumann, one of his 
greatest admirers, and who had called 
him "The proudest poetic spirit of his 
time." Of Schumann's "Carneval," 
dedicated to Chopin, he said, "It's not 
really music at all." 

Chopin's works are the most typical 
ever written for the keyboard, employ- 
ing its every resource and calling for a 
performer's full emotional gamut. He 
composed no symphonies or operas 
and only two concertos for orchestra, 
a few songs and several chamber-music 
examples. For his chosen instrument, 
he created with innovating harmonies, 
a new piano idiom and all the variety 
and coloring which other composers 
devote to the orchestra. In his own 



writing, Chopin was a perfectionist, 
never allowing a page to be published, 
until he considered it faultless. He 
affixed no titles to his works, but let 
them tell their own stories as ballades, 
etudes, waltzes, mazurkas, nocturnes, 
polonaises, impromptus, sonatas, etc. 

A passionate Polish patriot, he wrote 
his famous "Revolutionary Etude" 
while he was torn with anxiety in 1831 
over the outcome of his country's re- 
volt against Russia. Chopin's polonaises 



and first radical feminist was the out- 
standing romance of his life. Older 
than Chopin, Mme. Sand was a domi- 
nating, vivid personality, who took 
complete charge of him. The romance 
lasted ten years and was finally broken 
off by Sand in 1848, who tired of her 
nervous, ailing lover, coughing himself 
to death. Undoubtedly the shock of 
Sand's abrupt desertion seriously ag- 
gravated his illness, which terminated 
his life the next year. He died poor. 



about Chopin, the most rhapsodical one 
being written by Liszt whom he used 
to mimic so maliciously.

A NATHANIEL DETT, colored 
composer, born 1882, is a native 
of Drummondville, Quebec, but re- 
ceived his musical education in the 
U. S. A. at Halstcd Conservatory in 
Lockport, N. Y., and Oberlin College. 
For many years he was head of the 
vocal department at Hampton Institute, 
and is at present on the faculty of 
Bennet College in Greensboro, N. C. 
His compositions include several piano 
suites, a cantata, choruses, and many 
pieces for violin and piano. 

For his strangely named work 
‘'American Sampler,” inspired by 
Freneau’s poem “Liberators,” the com- 
poser furnishes explanatory notes set- 
ting forth that he gives his orchestral 
impressions of the death of an early 
martyr, Father Jean de Breboeuf, tor- 
tured to death by American Indians in 
1649. 

The scene is a forest settlement. A 
primitive melodic fragment portends 
tragedy. Tom-toms and chanting are 
heard, growing in ferocity. Torches 
set fire to simple dwellings and the 
hapless priest finds his end in sacri- 
ficial flames. Dying, he calls on God 
with a hymn of the saints to which the 
savages furnish an obbligato of grunts. 
The martyr ascends to Heaven. Even 
in the presence of carnage there is 
spiritual peace. 

The musical contrasts in the Dett 
score are chiefly rhythmic. The four 
theme notes of the introduction repre- 
sent the points of the compass. In the 
finale, north, south, east and west 
join in a hymn to Liberty. “Of ulti- 
mate success the Liberators are sure.”

Elevated 
Song Art 

I WROTE not long ago in this department that the delivery of art- 
song is a higher form of vocal art than opera singing, and promptly 
come several letters asking "Why?" A timely passage in a recent 
New York Times Book Review furnishes such a complete answer that 
I give it herewith in preference to my own. The book is Lotte Leh- 
mann’s just-published autobiography, "Midway in My Song," and 
the reviewer is John Erskine, well-known novelist and literary critic. 
He says: "The finest song is not to be expected on the dramatic stage. 
There the effects, to get over the footlights and surmount the orches- 
tra, must be blocked out in strong masses. Opera-singing at its most 
subtle must still be somewhat heroic if it is to be heard at all." Mr. 
Erskine continues more specifically: "Mme. Lehmann leaves us no 
doubt where she thinks the singer meets the severest test. Time and 
again the autobiography testifies that she would rather be applauded 
for her remarkable rendering of great songs than for her very moving 
performances of opera roles. Opera, of course, is easier for the public 
to grasp than song; in the lowest terms, you seem to be getting more 
for your money. If you don't like the orchestra, you can listen to the 
voices, or if you get tired, you can look at the scenery. Besides, there 
may be a ballet, and there is always the festive audience. But the 
song-singer stands by the piano, on a bare platform, and out of each 
composition creates a world with the aid of nothing but perfect sound 
and perfect imagination. Your imagination, too, is at the receiving 
end . . . The top flight of singers in each generation excel, of course, 
in both opera and songs. Among that small group, Lotte Lehmann has 
her place." 

Demands 
For Melody 

Howard Barlow is downcast and wonders whether it pays to be a 
pioneer conductor performing the latest orchestral works by Ameri- 
cans, as he has been doing of recent months in his "Everybody's 
Music" on CBS. The compositions were nearly all of the modem 
advanced type, which means that the writers are not subservient to 
melody in the older sense and create no harmonies for musical babes. 
Letters have poured in on Brother Barlow protesting against the radical 
"discords" and asking for a return to real tunes. Therefore what to do, 
he asks himself: disregard the objections or discourage ambitious 
young composers from using the newer, bolder idioms? 

He cannot well say to them, "Please create not as you feel but 
as the listeners would like you to feel." On the other hand, shall he 
tell the latter, "This advanced music is better than it sounds and you 
should listen whether you like it or not." There you have the predica- 
ment of our conductor, and maybe you would like to help him out by 
expressing your own opinions pro or con. Plebiscites are often the 
best method of settling musical as well as political questions. 

War Versus 
Entertainment 

The unsettled European situation has been working havoc with 
radio programs lately, as well as with a number of other things. 
Last-moment news bulletins and exchanges of opinion from abroad 
have been put on the air and the entertainment relegated to the back- 
ground, which, at a critical time like this, is as it should be. However, 
this has caused considerable confusion around the broadcasting sta- 
tions, and several musical programs have suffered sudden postpone- 
ments and changes, notably "Everybody's Music." It is to be earnest- 
ly hoped that things will soon right themselves, for the sake of the 
entire world and the harassed radio performers.

The example pro- 
grammed today is an earlier and less 
familiar opus, but already the melodic 
preference, intriguing harmonies and 
sparkling orchestral craftsmanship of 
Dvorak are in potent evidence. 

Paul Graener, sixty-six-year-old 
German, followed no academic course 
in his youthful musical studies, but is 
largely self-taught. Earning his living 
as a conductor, he met Brahms, who 
was the first to discover composing tal- 
ent in the young musician. It was not 
until he was fifty-two years old, how- 
ever, that Graener gave up the baton 
and teaching and spent all his time at 
bringing his tonal ideas to paper, most- 
ly for small chamber orchestras. Sum- 
ming up his qualities, it may be said 
that he writes in the post-Wagnerian 
style, with melodic intent, poetical 
imagination and facile lyricism. The 
“Sinfonietta” is his most popular crea- 
tion.

ALL the violin concerto old and 
new, the two towering master- 
pieces are those by Beethovpn and 
Brahms, as all musicians will agree. 
For myself, there is nothing lovelier in 
the repertoire than the first movement 
of Beethoven, with its beautifully sim- 
ple and touching main theme, really 
the first six notes of a scale. The slow 
part breathes mystic feeling, while 
the finale, which I like the least, ripples 
cheerfully and perhaps a bit too light- 
ly. Beethoven left an interim for the 
performer to fill in his own cadenza 
(in the opening movement) if he so 
wished, and soloist Coleman uses the 
one written by Fritz Kreisler. glitter- 
ing variations on the Beethoven melo- 
dies. Extremely characteristic is the 
mysterious beginning of the concerto, 
with its four taps on the kettle-drum, 
repeated later and made an integral 
part of the organic whole. 

The date of the composition is 1806, 
two years after the “Eroica” sym- 
phony and one year after the immortal 
Fifth. 

The first performance, at Vienna, 
1806. was given by Franz Clement, to 
whom the concerto is dedicated. As 
Beethoven finished the composition 
just before the concert, Clement read 
it at sight, a prodigious achievement. 
The record of critics’ wrong guesses 
contains no more glaring passage than 
one Moeser’s words: “It is to be feared 
that if Beethoven continues along this 
path, he and the public will fare 
badly.”

I F SUMMER is the period of musical 
entertainment pure and simple, 
early autumn brings the season of 
eminent tonal education, both for stu- 
dents and listeners. Everywhere the 
conservatories and private studios have 
reopened, with some pupils learning 
for purposes of individual pleasure and 
others training themselves for profes- 
sional careers. 

Here and there we are permitted to 
peep in listeningly, as it were, at the 
operation of the chief educational cen- 
ters, notably the big endowed schools 
in New York, Rochester and Philadel- 
phia. Radio is the medium which of- 
fers us the prized opportunity, and the 
first of the programs will sound from 
the Curtis Institute of Music in the 
last-named city on Monday, October 3, 
at 3 p.m. 

Under the directorship of Josef Hof- 
mann, the Curtis Institute is doing a 
great service, evidenced by the dis- 
tinguished faculty it maintains and 
the large number of artist-pupils it has 
contributed to our musical life, who 
are functioning as soloists, teachers, 
conductors, composers, and members 
of major symphony orchestras. 

It is due to a woman that the famous 
Philadelphia enterprise came into ex- 



istence. She is Mary Louise Curtis 
Bok, wife of the late editor of the 
Ladies Home Journal and daughter of 
the late proprietor of that magazine 
and the Saturday Evening Post. From 
both men, Mrs. Bok inherited a tre- 
mendous fortune and she decided to 
devote a part of it to the founding of 
an ideal philanthropical music school 
with a magnificent home and free in- 
struction for the best of talented musi- 
cians. Report has it that Mrs. Bok’s 
generous investment was as much as 
$15,000,000, from the interest of which 
the Curtis Institute is maintained. The 
students receive not only lessons but 
also the means with which to go to 
Philadelphia and pay their living- 
expenses there. Instruments are pre- 
sented to them, munificent prizes may 
be won, and a special bureau finds en- 
gagements and other employment for 
the graduates. 

It is fitting that all of us should be 
able to hear what Mrs. Bok’s under- 
taking is achieving, and radio gives us 
that chance with a series of thirty con- 
certs this winter, presenting the stu- 
dents and teachers of the Curtis In- 
stitute in orchestral programs, chamber 
music, song and instrumental recitals, 
and other associated features.

New Celebratory Book 
Of Tributes to Gershwin 



N EWSPAPERS, magazines and ra- 
dio recently celebrated the mem- 
ory of George Gershwin to em- 
phasize the first anniversary of his 
untimely death, which came as a pain- 
ful shock to all who admired his music. 

Now comes a new book, “George 
Gershwin” (Longmans, Green & Co., 
New York and Toronto), edited and 
designed by Merle Armitage of Los 
Angeles. The volume has no single 
author, but is written by friends of 
Gershwin, who reminisce about the 
phases of his life, work or personality 
which they knew best. The result is a 
series of variegated sketches as many- 
sided as the man who exerted such 
powerful influence upon the lighter 
music of his land. 

The opening contribution in Mr. 
Armitage’s collection is a poem by 
Oscar Hammerstein, and Irving Berlin 
also expresses his sentiments in verse. 
Some of the other contributors are 



Beverly Nichols, the novelist; Olin 
Downes, New York music critic; Eva 
Gauthier, concert soprano; Sam H. 
Harris, theatrical manager; and Paul 
Whiteman, Walter Damrosch, Harold 
Arlen, Arnold Schoenberg, Rudy Val- 
lee, Leonard Liebling, Jerome Kern, 
Du Bose Heyward (author of “Porgy 
and Bess”). Rouben Mamoulian, Serge 
Koussevitzky, and Ira Gershwin, who 
wrote most of the lyrics for his broth- 
er’s songs. Unusual illustrations enrich 
the book; facsimiles of oil paintings 
from Gershwin’s brush, including self- 
portraits and general subjects in oil, 
pencil and water-color; and a picture 
of several of the sculptures he fash- 
ioned. It has been said by experts that 
George Gershwin might have been a 
great painter had he not been wooed 
and won by music. 

The book is filled with luminous 
anecdotes of this vivid and grandly 
gifted personage.

cidentaUy, and Longfellow knows that 
his clarinet solo is being heard, via 
short wave, in Aberavon, Wales. It’s 
got to be right. 

The whole program is run through 
twice before Producer Patterson is will- 
ing to put a grudging stamp of ap- 
proval on it. Clutching a fistful of 
precious master script, cue-sheets, and 
song manuscripts. Patterson can relax 
now, after a fashion. The cast files off 
the stage to dress, the orchestra in 
brand-new uniforms, the girls in color- 
ful gowns, the men in tuxedos. Every- 
body in sight is nervous, jittery, tight- 
ened up to the taut-wire tension that 
comes with the premiere of a network 
program. Everybody — that is, except 
the Steele Sisters, three seventeen- 
year-old high-school girls whose fa- 
thers work in the mills. They refuse to 
get excited. It's all too much fun! Out 
in front John L. Grimes twists in his 
seat and wonders if he ought to run 
out and get a sandwich. He didn't have 
any dinner, and he wouldn't leave the 
rehearsal for all the tea in China. 

The doors are open now, and the 
audience is beginning to file in. It 
doesn't take long to fill every seat in 
the big auditorium. An air of tense 
excitement prevades the whole room. 
This is no ordinary crowd. There's a 
feeling of subdued, eager excitement 
that seems strangely out of place in the 
sedate Scottish Rite Temple. Talk to 
one of the~ people and you'll find the 
same thing. In the very last two seats 
in the back row. for instance, there's a 
white-haired couple who have a defi- 
nite air of expectation. They are Mr. 
and Mrs. J. T. Johnston. 

"VES, we always come to hear the 
1 program when we can," Mr. John- 
ston says. "And if it happens we can't 
get tickets, we listen to it at home." 

"I wouldn't miss it," Mrs. Johnston 
says. "I guess nearly everybody in 
Wheeling listens in Sunday after- 
noons." 

"And a lot of other people, from one 
end of the country to the other." 

"I suppose so. Of course, we have 
a special reason . . 

A young woman leans over to Mr. 
Johnston and asks him if he has any 
gum in his pockets. He has. And the 
young woman, it seems, is Mrs. Edwin 
Johnston. Her husband. Mr. and Mrs. 
Johnston's son. is the drummer in the 
orchestra up there on the stage. That's 
the "special reason"! 

Ten minutes before airtime Walter 
Patterson "sets up" the audience with 



the customary little talk. Everybody 
in the house knows him and likes him, 
and the response is immediate. 

Two minutes to go now. The stop- 
watch hand ticks around the dial. Little 
Dorothy Anne Crow smiles to someone 
in the audience. One minute. The 
Steele Sisters grin mischievously at 
each other. They started their careers 
by sneaking off to an empty school- 
room to sing together, and their atti- 
tude hasn't changed yet. Thirty sec- 
onds. Director Earl Summers lifts his 
baton and the Old Timer uncrosses 
his legs nervously. There's a deathly 
hush. If anyone in the room is breath- 
ing, he's doing it very quietly indeed. 
Ping! The red light is on. There's the 
roar of the mill-whistle, a burst of ap- 
plause, a fanfare of trumpets, the cry 
of the announcer, 'It's Wheeling Steel!" 
— and the only program of its kind in 
America is on the air from New York 
to California! 

A ND from beginning to end there isn't 
** a hitch. Patterson, the Old Timer, 
the Steele Sisters, the burly Singing 
Millmen, the girl accordionist (playing 
a thousand-dollar instrument, inciden- 
tally). the orchestra — all turn in thrill- 
ingly polished performances. When 
Dorothy Anne Crow steps to the micro- 
phone she's a little girl scared stiff. 
When she leaves it, thunderous ap- 
plause rocking her on her feet, she's 
a new star with a future reaching right 
up out of sight. 

On the tick of the clock the program 
closes. The performers break up into 
little groups. 

Soon those groups are moving 
through the streets of Wheeling going 
home. Voices lift the curtain of night 
with a snatch of song from this eve- 
ning's program. Snatches of conversa- 
tion . . . 

"Wasn't Eddie grand when he stood 
up and played the clarinet . . 

"Wonder where Dorothy Anne got 
that wonderful dress . . ." 

"My boy friend and I are working 
up a swing duet for 'I've Got a Pocket- 
ful of Dreams' . . ." 

"Mr. Patterson promised me an au- 
dition, too . . 

"Wonder if we can get in again next 
Sunday . . 

Remember these things as you tune 
in next Sunday. They put new mean- 
ing into the words you will hear . . . 

"It’s Wheeling Steel."

Not many will forget the Hindenburg 
Zeppelin disaster that occurred in May, 
1937. On that day radio history was 
made by a young announcer named 
Herbert Morrison. He had been sent by 
Station WLS in Chicago, for whom he 
worked at the time, to Lakehurst, New 
Jersey, to make a recording of the Hin- 
denburg's arrival. Everyone agreed 
that the announcer did a masterful job 
of eye-witness reporting of the catas- 
trophe. For the first time, NBC set 
aside their policy prohibiting the play- 
ing of recordings in order to bring their 
listeners this dramatic and unusual 
broadcast. Today Morrison, the hero of 
that broadcast, is having a tough time 



trying to find a job. He has been in 
radio for eight years and knows it thor- 
oughly, so if any radio station execu- 
tive can use Morrison's services, please 
communicate with this department. 

Eve March is the gal that plays the 
leading femme role in "Grand Central 
Station." A few years ago Miss March 
was known to her friends in Hollywood 
as Adyln Doyle, understudy for Kath- 
arine Hepburn. There is no doubt that 
the two gals do look alike, but Eve pur- 
posely changed her name when she 
came east, because she doesn't like the 
idea of trading on the Hepburn name 
or her past association with the famous 
actress. She's determined to make a 
name for herself on her own merits. 



RECORDS OF THE WEEK 

A new department reviewing the recordings of your radio favorites 



In introducing “ Records of the 
Week ” os a regular weekly department 
in Radio Guide, the editors acknowl- 
edge the mounting interest in records , 
as evidenced by increasing sales of 
records of all types of music , as well 
as the growing membership rosters of 
the “ record clubs” The reviewer’s at- 
tempt is to serve record-buyers of all 
dispositions. Readers particularly in- 
terested in certain types of records or 
in the records of certain artists are 
invited to make their preferences 
known to the editors . 

Classical: 

O UR fine music this week runs 
to the caviar side, with the 
piano out in front. First-off 
come the two albums of Chopin Noc- 
turnes. Arthur Rubinstein, one of the 
top pianists of our day, sat down and 
recorded nineteen of the seventy-odd 
Mr. Chopin wrote. Chopin’s mastery 
of piano composition is without dis- 
pute, and he is in good hands in these 
magnificent interpretations. The dy- 
namic coloring as well as the recording 
clarity makes it a pleasure to hear, 
and the emotional quality of the music 
is highlighted. The whole set of nine- 
teen in two albums runs to $22. (Vic- 
tor 461*2.) 

Robert Schmitz, another contempor- 
ary pianist, makes his debut on Col- 
umbia records with the extremely 
impassioned Quintet for Piano and 
Strings by Cesar Franck. Franck wrote 
only one symphony, one string quar- 
tet and one quintet, but he man- 
aged to smack the bull’s-eye on each 
one. The opening strain of tins quintet 
is one of the most beautiful in all 
music, and the highly successful use 
of the piano both as solo standout 
and then accompaniment to the strings 
is notable. A forecast of what Franck 
wrote for his Variations Symphoniques 
is hinted in this work. The Roth String 
Quartet are heard with Mr. Schmitz in 
Columbia album 334 ($7.50). 

Among the many bargain offerings 
on the new Decca classical list we 
found one of our favorites, the famous 
Beethoven Fifth, played well by the 
Queen’s Hall Orchestra, Sir Henry J. 
Wood conducting. $3 buys the works 
on Decca 25707-25710. 

The Alfred Wallenstein Sinfonietta, 
an organization which, like the Frank 
Black NBC String Symphony, should 
receive the utmost encouragement 
from music-lovers and record -buyers, 
has made another appearance on Col- 
umbia, this time with a sparkling 
overture by Mozart, the Paris Over- 
ture. It was “lost" for years and not 
rediscovered until 1901. (Columbia 
69265. $1.50.) 

Popular : 

“The Mist Is Over The Moon" — 
a superlative song from the picture 
The Lady Objects, makes great copy 
for Tony Martin’s fine voice. Tony 
now releases on the 35c Vocalion 
label. Jerry Joyce’s band backs him 
up aplenty. 

“Silver on the Sage." The estimable 
Mr. Bing Crosby could have done 
much more with this swell Western 
song than he did ... it is a natural 
for him. “Mexicali Rose" has to come 
with it. Decca. 

“Lambeth Walk" now may be heard 
to better advantage. Duke Ellington 
on Brunswick. 

“Any Time at All" is a very credit- 
able tune written by Jimmy Dorsey, 
recorded and released on Decca by his 



band some weeks ago. Recently it has 
popped out by Lionel Hampton on 
Victor and Gene Krupa on Brunswick. 
Lionel shouldn’t sing at all, but he 
plays it with gusto. Krupa has the 
best other side, and Dorsey’s treat- 
ment is probably the all-round ac- 
ceptable. A toss up. 

Swing: 

What with registration day and 
football season in the wind, college 
takes over the swing-music spotlight 
this week: 

The Sweetheart of Sigma Chi, re- 
cently given a swing polish by Tommy 
Dorsey’s band (Victor) and now with 
a tremendous arrangement by Jan 
Savitt and his Top Hatters. (Blue- 
bird.) 

Fight On and The Victory Ma»*ch. 
USC and Notre Dame songs, played 
straight for one chorus and then 
swung out in the open by Larry Clin- 
ton and band. (Victor.) 

A Big Ten Medley on four sides all 
mushed up nicely in the Sammy Kaye 
“swing" and sway style. Foo. (Victor.) 

On Wisconsin and The Eyes of Texas 
Are Upon You are the two chosen by 
Dick Powell and the Singin* Four- 
some to court the campus coins. Decca. 

University of Pennsylvania’s theatri- 
cal club, the Mask and Wig (along with 
Princeton’s Triangle Club) has man- 
aged to furnish an occasional song 
for outside publication. The new Mask 
and Wig show this year gives with 
four tunes, all getting big-band re- 
cording breaks. “When I Go a -Dream- 
ing" is the best and gets a waxing by 
Benny Goodman. Two more, recorded 
by Tommy Dorsey, are also of note — 
“Ya Got Me" and “There’s No Place 
Like Your Arms." Lastly, there’s Hal 
Kemp’s band with Judy Starr singing, 
with a typical college effort, “Like a 
Monkey Likes Cocoanuts." (All Victor 
— and three of them also have been 
recorded by Jan Savitt on Bluebird.) 

Our other “trend of the week" is 
the continuation of the nursery-rhyme 
cycle rampant these days: 

Sing a Song of Sixpence gives us the 
very solid strong jive band under 
veteran Ben Pollack’s management. 
Turn it over and you’ll find the swell 
Harold Arlen oldie, As Long As You 
Live. (Decca.) 

Swingln ’In the Dell (or as we once 
knew it, “Farmer in the ditto") gets 
a Harlem flavor as swung lightly by 
Cootie Williams and his Rugcutters. 
(Vocalion.) 

Heigh-Ho, the Merry-O is a new, 
original song, and a good one, written 
by Adamson and McHugh for the new 
picture. Youth Takes A Fling. More 
“swing" and sway by Sammy Kaye. 
(Victor.) Better wait. 

London Bridge Is Failin’ Down. The 

solid Count Basie bunch with this old 
jingle, rewritten somewhat “Mulber- 
ry Bush’’ is on the other side. (Decca.) 

Blue Is the Evening and Sharpie. 
Both by Cootie Williams and his Rug- 
cutters, an Ellington subsidiary band. 
Both with vocals by Scat Powell; but 
the gang have done better. Vocalion. 

Truckin’ Little Woman. Big Bill is 
a blues -singer in the race catalog, and 
this boogie-woogie piece of jive lifts it 
out of the run-of-the-mill class. 
Vocalion.

For one full, turbulent year, “Head- 
lines and By-Lines” has functioned as 
a reliable source of first-hand informa- 
tion on outstanding national and in- 
ternational news events by bringing 
the comments of distinguished report- 
ers, writers and critics to the micro- 
phone every Sunday night. On October 
2 this series will begin its second year 
with an auspicious addition to the staff 
in the person of Gilbert Seldes, bril- 
liant author and critic. Seldes came to 
fame as author of “The Seven Lively 
Arts,” the opus which first drew Amer- 
ica’s attention to such things as jazz, 
movies and even the ‘Tunnies.” In his 
portion of the broadcast he will discuss 
the arts, report on the latest develop- 
ments in many fields of interest out- 
side of political and economic news, 
and give his own reaction to these 
events.

thought they were capable of giving, 
but he has a passion for color, light, 
just the right music to fit a scene. A 
tireless worker, he is never satisfied 
until all blend into perfect harmony. 

Born in 1873 at Baden, near Vienna, 
the cradle and capstone of Reinhardt's 
art was Salzburg, gem of the Austrian 
Alps. Here he began his great festi- 
vals that were later to make him an 
international force in the theater. 

During his youth in Salzburg, Rein- 
hardt specialized in elderly character 
roles. When his teacher saw his tre- 
mendous ability, he decided that Max 
must go to Berlin. 

"Max, you belong in Berlin, where 
a bigger audience can applaud your 
talents, where you will have an oppor- 
tunity to become famous." he insisted. 

"But I love Salzburg. I'd rather stay 
here and be happy, rather than fa 
mous," the young Max begged. 

"You will one day return to the 
Salzburg you love, my boy; but now 
you must leave it to grow," was the 
prophetic reply. 

Finally the arguments of the teacher 
won. and young Reinhardt left the city 
he loved. As the teacher had said, 
when he returned he was famous, the 
leading figure not only in the German 
theater but of all Europe. His genius 
had gone to the very heart of it, stimu- 
lated it into new life and beauty. 

By then (1905) he had organized 
and established theaters all over the 
Continent. The flame of genius that 
burned within him warmed and drew 
out new dramatic possibilities from 
every situation. 

Believing literally that immortal line 
from Shakespeare that "all the world’s 
a stage." Reinhardt from the begin- 
ning of his career strove to get as near 
the public as possible by bringing the 
stage and life together. To that end, 
his first efforts resembled a cabaret; 
later they became a circus, perform- 
ances given in public squares, and 
finally culminated in a church when 
he produced "The Miracle." 

First staged in Olympia Hall. Lon- 
don. "The Miracle" proved a sensation. 
When it was brought to America in 
1926. it stirred the multitudes who 
saw it. There was no riotous applause. 



but thousands left the theaters where 
it was shown in hushed silence, an in- 
spired look on their faces that spoke 
more eloquently than shouting and 
hand-clapping. 

Although "The Miracle" seemed the 
peak which this wizard of the theater 
could achieve, it was his interpretation 
of Shakespeare's "Midsummer Night's 
Dream" that capped the climax of his 
amazing career, It made him supreme 
in the world of the stage, and brought 
him to the great common denominator 
of the amusement-going public — the 
movies. In 1934, he supervised the pro- 
duction for Warner Brothers' screen 
version. 

Perchance the shade of the immortal 
Bard of Avon sat in a loge on the 
opening night and said, "I salute you, 
sir, for having played my play as I 
visioned it being played when I wrote 
it." Which is something few modem 
authors can say to their producers. 

The Little Theater movement, too, 
was bom in the vivid imagination of 
Reinhardt, and no one needs to be told 
how that idea has taken hold in Amer- 
ica and enriched the possibilities for 
the expression of real talent. Such 
actresses as Helen Hayes and Bette 
Davis pay tribute to it. 

Now, in 1938, Doctor Reinhardt will 
lend his storehouse of rich experience 
to the radio for the first time when he 
appears on the Texaco Star Theater 
program. Selected by him, the dramatic 
highlights he presents will range from 
heavy drama to light comedy. These 
will take about twenty minutes of the 
Texaco hour. 

The show itself will have Adolphe 
Menjou as master of ceremonies, and 
he will also act the role of producer, 
much like the one he played so well 
in "Goldwyn Follies." His troubles and 
problems will run through the shows 
from week to week. 

Surely, Mr. and Mrs. America will 
find something new and different when 
the X-ray of radio carries the magic of 
the theater's "Little Giant" over the 
airwaves on Wednesday's new Texaco 
hour.
